SPAIN DECIDES TO ALLOW HOME RULE IN ANTILLES 


Queen Regent Presides at a Council Which Declares Its Intention 
‘To Carry Into Effect’the Decision of the Cortes Regarding 
the Much Needed Reforms—Minister de Lome 
, Gives Out the Statement. 


Washington, January 1.—Senor DeLome, the Spanish minister, resident here, furnished the Southern -Associated Press 

the following copy of a telegram from Foreign , Minister Tetuan: 

“In the courcil which was presided over today by her majesty, the queen regent, a royal decree was signed, which ap- 

ply to the island of Porto Rico the reforms 

“Th preamble tc this. decree is of the greatest importance because of the statements it contains regarding Cuba. 

‘It begins by explaining the reasons why the reforms are,applied today and wherefore this has not been done before; 
amongst other paragraphs it contains the following, which, owing to their importance, I copy in their entirety: 

“In the actual circumstances the government considers that the proper time has arrived for giving to the wurld am- 


voted in the 


ple proof of its firm resolve to fulfill the engagements voluntarily contracted by the nation, by implanting and carrying 
into effect in Porto Rico the reform of the system of government and civil administration voted by the cortes and sanctioned by 
her majesty, and which, conveniently enlarged and extended, will be applied in due time to Cuba.’ 

“In unfolding the bases of the reforms with that scrupulous :care which the complex nature of the case and its many 
and varied problems demand, the undersigned minister has been inspired with a sense of the necessity of ample administra-. 
tive decentralization, and has proceeded to the utmost limit which the actual law allows, without diminution of the in- 
herent sovereignty of the nation. At the same time, true to the solemn promise made before parliament by its president, 
the government proposes to give a more ample scope to the reforms when, as a Nerald of peace, the happy moment arrives 
for the definite application of the reforms to both the Antilles. As soon as possible, her majesty’s government will hasten 
to apply to Cuba, not. only the reforms which form the groundwork of the law applied today to Porto Rico, but also 
will extend to both provinces the reforms which have been offered with the view of conferring upon both Antilles an 
administrative and economic personality of a local character; which shall facilitate the complete 
country in its own affairs, maintaining, at the same time, intact the right of sovereignty and the condition necessary to 
the maintenance of that right, as was stated in the words her majesty deigned to address to the cortes, by the advice of 
her responsible government, upon the opening of parliament. 

“These amplified reforms can be partly put into practice by means of the power possessed by the executive govern-

Sheriff Nelms Prepares To Dofend 
Rdward Flanagan from One. 


UGLY RUMORS FROM DEKALB 


Report That a Mob Would Lyncl& the

CONNOLLY’S MEN HELO IN READINESS 


Fulton’s New Sheriff Spends His 
First Night in Office in Com- 
mand of a Band of Guards. 


Sheriff Nelms eS his first afternoon 
and night in office pacing the jail office im- 
patiently, winchester in hand and a deter- 
mined gleam in his eye. 


He was there to protect, Edward Flana-- 


gan, the DeKalb county murderer, from 
an attack by a mob which was supposed to 
have been organized yesterday afternoon 
near the scene of the killing of Thursday 
night, to lynch the murderer. 

Rumors reached the city that an attempt 
to lynch Flanagan would be ‘made before 
daylight this morning- and hearing of the 
threats of certain ‘citizens of DeKalb coun- 
ty, and of Atlanta, the sheriff quickly took 
the steps to defend the prisoner from harm 
and to uphold the law he had sworn to pro- 
tect upon taking the oath of office two 
days ago. He summoned a dozen strong, 
brave deputies and provided each with 
loaded winchesters, the sheriff himself as- 
suming command of the force. 

It was rumored that the mob had sworn 
to lynch Flanagan at any cost and the 
sheriff decided to take a double precaution. 
He conferred with Chief of Police Connolly 
and the latter ordered a large force of po- 
licemen to remain on duty at the station 
house, subject to marching orders at a mo- 
ment’s notice. The officers were armed 
and they remained about the prison, ex- 
pecting every moment to be called to the 
jail on Frazier street to repel an attack. 

The rumor reached the city yesterday af- 
ternoon that a dozen DeKalb county men 
had met and organized a mob which they 
expected to increase to 500 men by the 
time the attack was to be -made. Sheriff 
Nelms put faith in the startling talk and 
he quickly went to the jail, remaining 
there all. night. He pug guards all 
about the _ jail, and a squad of 
policemen were stationed near the big pris- 
on. The sheriff and deputies remained in 
the office and they were prepared to shoot 
down the leaders of the mob at sight. The 
sheriff declared that his term of office 
should not begin with a lynching at the 
jail, and he gave orders to his men to fire 
if the mob put in an appearance and at- 
tempted to enter the prison. 

At midnight a report was circulated that 
a big crowd of men had started to Atlanta 
from Poplar Springs and Kirkwood and that 
they would reachthe jail about 1 o'clock. 
The rumor was investngated by Chief 

‘*. Connolly, who sent an officer on horseback 
to the scene and it was found that there 


Was no cause for alarm. No assemblage 


of men could be found and no person had 
seen a mob marching toward the city. 
Until the return of the messenger the ex- 
citement about the jail and police station 
was at a high tension and the two forces of 


men held their guns in hand ready for the 


expected attack. 

Shortly after the return of the officer 
Sheriff Nelms received information that a 
mob was gathering in one of the halls in 
Atlanta and that the intention of the men 
was to attack the jail at about 2 o’clock to 

lynch Flanagan. At this rumor the guards 
again prepared for the coming of the men 
but their vigil was not.rewarded by the 
sight of the would-be lynchers. 

Sheriff Nelms placed one of the guards in 
front of Flanagan’s cell and all of the 
prison doors and windows were locked and 
barred. Sentinels were stationed in the 
jailyard and on the streéts in the vicinity, 
the latter to give the alarm if the mob was 
seen coming toward the jail. The officers 
on the outside were instructed to disperse 
groups of men who gathered on the streets 
near the jail and pedestrians were kept 
moving and not allowed to stop near the 
prison. eng 

When the midnight watch of the police 
went on duty they were told to be in read- 
Iness to assemble at the jail if the alarm 
should be sent out and a large force of the 
men who went off duty at midnight were 
held at the station as a reserve force. The 
officers at the jail and stationhouse were 
well organized and they confidently believe 
that they could have repelled any attack 
that might have been made and that Flan- 
agan’s life would have been saved. _ 

At 2 o'clock this morning Dr. Nelms re- 
ceived word that a crowd of 250 or 300 men 
were-forming in DeKalb county to march 
to Atlanta before daylight and the sheriff 
Was advised to be on the lookout. 

The news was brought to the city by 
two Masonic friends of the sheriff who said 
they had deserted the mob in. order to 
put the sheriff on his guard. 

At daylight this morning the mob had 

" efailed to materialize and all was quiet 
' about the jail.

It was a revelation of Startling import 
to the father... He is a man of courteous 
behavior, and although the news struck 
him with awful horror, his rebuke to Flan- 
agan was made in the kindliest manner 
and friendliest way. 

But it opened the eyes of the father and 
family. Mr. Allen knew that the question 
was serious, but the deep meaning he could 
not pierce. He saw no feature of the terri- 
ble situation which threatened the blood- 
lest crime in the history of DéKalb coun- 
ty. He informed Lela that she must not 
go with Mr. Flanagan so much, and  in- 
structed other members of the family that 
they must be more cautious. 

3 Flanagan as Photographer. 

At the interruption of his plan: Flanagan 
becam®& moody. He had purchased a 
camera and was learning to take picttres. 
He took the picture of nearly all the mem- 
bers of the family, and took the little girl's 
picture is several poses, One of which is 
herewith presented. 

The blasting of his hope 
the blasting of his reason. 

He left the house one morning and fe- 
mained away for a week, stating upon his 
return that he had been off upon an expe- 
dition with his camera. In developing the 
negatives he had burned the fingers of his 
right hand with acids. It seemed to trou- 
ble him a great ceal. 


Visit To Father Kennedy. 

Flanagan saw that he had been thwarted 
in his purpose of marrying the girl when 
she arrived at the proper age. He thought 
to devise some scheme to get her for his 
Own, and struck upon the idea of placing 
her in a convent. 

“I wanted to put her in a convent,”’ he 
Said yesterday, “because I knew that she 
would grow up there to be a good girl. 
I wanted to gu to the convent, too, if 
they would let me, arid would have stayed 
there all my life if I knew that I could 
have had Lela there.”’ 

With this strange purpose in view the 
man called on Father Kennedy and in- 
formed him that he wished to be a Cath- 
Olic, 

“I made a full confession to the father,” 
he said. 
more than I loved my life. I told him that 
I wanted to put her in.a convent and that 
I would give him $1,000 to get her away 
from home and from those who-said that 
I could not marry her.” 

Father Keniuedy listened to the abnormal 
confession. He gave Flanagan kind advice 
and informed him that under existing con- 
ditions he should pack his trunk and leave 
the home of the Allens and this part of the 
country at once. 

“I wish I had taken that advice,” said 
Flanagan yesterday afternoon. “I would 
not be in this fix now, but I stayed on 
because I wanted to-see Lela, and because 
I loved her,” 

To Dr. M. A. Purse, Flanagan’ says he 
also made the same confession. He would 
visit the office of the doctor for the pur- 
pose of having the wounds on his hand 
dressed. 

Coming to the Crime. 

In the office of Dr. Purse, Flafagan saw 
a medical student whom he thought to be 
a detective set to watch him by the father 
of the girl. This idea took possession of 
him and began to grow in intensity. 

“I thought they would have me arrested. 
They had detectives after me. [I did not 
want to wear the stripes. They were going 
to take my money, too,’”’ explained Flana- 
gan in telling of the deed. 

The day of the murder Flanagan re- 
mained in his room most ‘of the time. 
He imagined that everybody in the house- 
hold was spying him. He closed the door 
of his room and locked himself in until 
late in the afternoon. Still the family of 
Mr. Allen suspected nothing serious nor 
dreamed of the scene to come so. soon, 
Flanagan, lafe in the afternoon, proposed a 
walk with the grandfather, who declined 
the invitation. This also seemed to infu- 
riate him. He became as restless as a lion 
in its cage. In his trunk was a bottle of 
corn whisky, which he drank moderately, 
but this night he poured out a glassful and’ 
swallowed it just before supper. 

‘I did it to quiet my nerves. I felt ike I 
was going to burn up,’’ he said. 

When the Crash Came. 

Then cane the crash, quick as a thunder 
clap in a ‘clear’ sky. The. tension broke. 
ihe strain of imaginary ills broke intu un- 
governable raze. Flanagan became a de- 
mon. The father ‘had stood between him 
and the little girl. He imagined he. heard 
the whistle of detectives about the house. 

“Dogs were barking and there was noise 
everywhere,” he said. Rushing from the 
table ha seized a pistol which he carried in 
his valise. A box of cartridges was there. 
He filled his pockets. The work of death 
came. The carca.ge commenced and in a 
roment the life of an old woman had been 
taken and three others seriously wounded. 
Blood was sp:asncd everywhere. 

The awful love had failed in its fulfil- 
ment. The natural consequence ofan un- 
natural affection followed. Flanagan was 
a murderer and the family he lived with al- 
most exterminated. 

The Prisoner’s Plea. 

.“God knows I ain’t a bad man. I never 
did anything wicked in my life,” said the 
man glaring out of the bars of his cell. 
“IT loved Lela to my sorrow. I loved her. 
too well. I knew.it was wrong, but I would 
have given my life for her. I never loved 
@& woman before. I always kinder hated 
them. I never had any use for them, but 
I would have given anything in the world 
to have married Lela when she got old 
enough. I never did her any Harm. I just 
loved her with my heart. She was s0 
young and so pretty.” 

‘“T never meant to kill the old people,” he 
continued. “I wanted to kill myself, and 
had made up my mind to do it;. but after 
I shot Mr. Allen I started to run, and the 


women grabbed me and I just shot pro- 
miscuously. I didn’t want to kill none of 


them.”’ 
Miss Slack Will Die. 


It is only a question of hours before the 
death of Miss Ruth Slack comes. Sha is 
completely paralyzed from the shoulders 
down. There was the pallor of death in 
her face yesterday as she spoke. 

‘“T am getting on very well,” she said, 
“but oh, such pain.” 

In ‘the same room Allen was stretched 
out. He will get well, it is thought. 

“I have never had any pain, 
“but I cannot sleep, nor can I eat. Teil 
the good people to pray for me.” 

Major Hubner, who lives near the house 
of the Allens, has. been constant in his 
kind attentions. Mr. Allen gave a ‘short 
account of the strange love of Flanagan 
for his daughter, but said he never sus- 
pected anything serious. He is a man 
who bears the highest reputation for 
honor, and no. one is looked upon in the 
community with higher regard.

There is no 
hope for her recovery and she may die at 
any mir ute, 

Mrs. Allen Will’ Be Buried Today. 

The funeral of old Mrs. Allen will take 
Place this afternoon. Hundreds visited the 
scene of the killing yesterday and viewed 
the remains of the murdered woman, 
Stretched out in the parlor of the little cot- 
tage. She had been married forty years. 
The funeral this afternoon will be large 
and many friends of the family from 
Greene county will be down to attend it. 


Colonel Glenn Retained. 

Colonel W. C. Glenn has been retained to 
represent Flanagan. The prisoner sent for 
him at an early hour yesterday morning 
and held a long conversation. Flanagan 
to Colonel Glenn made the most fearful 
and revolting charges against the girl’s 
father, giving them as his reasons for the 
killing, 

The defense will be that of insanity, or 
sexual monomania. : 


Purse Makes Denial. 


Dr. M. A. Purse makes denial _of some of 
the statements of Flanagan. ~ 
night he said: “I never was quite as much 
surprised in my Hfe when I’ saw Flanagan’s 
statement in which he implicated me in an 
infamous detective scheme. It would have 
been grossly untrue had he insinuated a 
knowledge on my part of his relationship 
with the Allen family. The first time I 
ever laid eyes on Flanagan was when he 
came to my office several months ago pure- 
ly in the capacity of a patient. I was In- 
terested in him only as a patient and out- 
side of this I paid little attention to the 
man. He is a hypochondriac and when he 
hac any complaints they seemed to give 
him considerable trouble. . 

"It is true that he told me some of his 
Stories, but they were always related while 
I was busy treating him, and I considered 
them simply as idle vaporings. The story 
in regard to Dr. Love 1s false and entirely 
without the shadow of foundation. Flana- 
gan never met any one in my office that I 
can recall, and I never knew the names of 
any of the persons:who were living in the 
house with him. I believe he did mention 
the fact that he was living at Poplar 
Springs and on his last visit, just a day or 
s0 before the horrible murder, he questioned 
me in regard to his leaving for home. 

“T had an appointment with him yester- 
day and it was understood that I would 


. bandage his hand and fix him up so that he 


would be able to make the trip to his home 
in Mississippi. About a week ago he seem- 
ed very anxious to go home, but on his last 
visit to my offics his plans seemed to have 
undergone a change and he manifested 
great doubt as to exactly what he did in- 
tend doing. Flanagan did not impress me 


as a drinking man at all and the stories hea 


related to me were impersonal altogether 
and very much disconnected.’ 

“His statement from what I have to 
judge of it impresses me as merely fiction 
and I can see no reason for such itncohe 
rent, rambling assertions unless he is go- 
ing to try and give the idea that he is 
crazy.” 

‘ Not Known In Louisville.

THE PASSING THRONG. 


The Cubans of Atlanta have given up all 
hope that Maceo is alive. At first they 
thought that perhaps the report of his 
death was a@ Spanish canard, but the news 
has been verified too circumstantially to 
admit of hope. 

The members of the Cuban colony in At- 
lanta discussed the telegrams published in 
Thursday’g Constitution with great inter- 
est, but they shook their heads and said: 
‘“Tt'is a Spanish trick."’ 

“I do not think there is any doubt about 
the great general’s death,” said one of the 
prominent members yesterday. “‘An agent 
of the New York junta (pronounced hoonta, 
by the way,) was here a few days ago, and 
he stated that the junta had been officially 
notified that our leader was murdered by 
the Spanish. General Miro wrote to the 
junta that he attended Maceo’s interment. 
General Miro was wounded at the time, 
too, but he attended the funeral. 

“The Spanish stripped the body of ar- 
ticles for trophies and exhibited them in 
Havana.’ Then there was the banquet at 
which the assassination was celebrated, 
and everything corroborates the first story 
of this murder. That aroused so much in- 
dignation in the United States that the 


_ Spanish have given out through pretended 


sources this new story that Maceo ts alive. 
But we do not believe it. The Spanish are 
seeking to break the force of the wave of 
indignation which swept over this country. 
They are afraid of interference, and they 
are faking the American people.” 

The Cubans say that some very lively 
fighting is going on in the interior. They 
are looking for some great'stroke to occur 
soon, 

‘We expect to hear something before 
long which will be big news, a regular 
bombshell, which will startle the world and 
hasten the end. You noticed that the tele-. 

say that Havana province is full of 
insurgents, and that the sound of the bugle 
is frequently heard in the cities? Well, 
that signifies something.” 

The Cubans state that arrivals from 
Havana tell them that the city appears to 
be deserted. Scarcely more than one in 
five of the original population remains. A 
Cuban who recently came from the capital 
says that very few citizens are met on the 
streets these days. You walk in the parks 
and they are deserted, except by the mili- 
tary. The soldiers are everywhere over 
the city. Supplies are scarce and high, and

I was over 
at Cahaba yesterday and not:a 
article of value had been found’ up to the 
time I left, and the debris had been search- 
ed thoroughly by the railroad men, By 
the way, I was standing near that man 
who was injured by the breaking of a 
chain. He was in the act of stepping over 
the chain when it broke and one end of 
it flew back and struck him, breaking one 
of his legs.’’ 


MINISTERIAL CRISIS CLOSE 


GOVERNMENT CONDEMNED FOR 
SEIZING ISSUES OF PAPERS. 


Spaniards Who Have Sent Money To 
Cuba for the Soldiers Making 
Inquiries. 


January 1.—The_ semt-official 
condemn the action of the 
government in seizing The Heraldo and 
Imparcial, upon the ground that the arti- 
cles published by those papers denounc- 
ing the policy of Captain General Weyler, 
in Cuba, had a tendency to create discon- 
tent among the troops in Cuba, and to en- 
courage American filibusters. The gov- 
ernment will not permit the objectionable 
articles to be transmitted by telegraph. 
Public opinion is greatly excited over re- 
norts that the Spanish troops in Cuba are 
compelled to undergo extreme hardships 
through -hunger and nakedness, and that 
those who are confined in the hospitals by 
illness or beceuse cf wounds, are suffering 
from neglect and an insufficient supply of

medicines. 

As large sums of money have been sent 
to Cuba from Spain for the purpose of 
furnishing clothing, medicines, etc., to the 
troops, the question is asked where has 
this money gone? ¥

It is rumored that the cabinet has 
approved the proposal to recall Captain 
General Weyler, but that Premier Canovas 
has delayed action in the matter, giving 
no reasons for so doing.

of peace in the disturbed colonies, 


NEW YEAR DAY AT WHITE HOUSE 


President and Mrs. Cleveland Hold 
Their Last Reception. 
Washington, Janmaary 1.—The annual New 
Year’s reception at the white house took 
place today according to a long established 
custom. It constitutes the yearly ordeal 
of the president and the mistress of the 
white house, for they must shake hands 
with several thousand oftheir fellow citi- 
zens and a large number of distinguished 


foreigners. 
They bore their part heroically, however, 


and looked as fresh at the ending as they 
did at the beginning. 

As on last New Year’s day the crowd that 
participated in and witnessed the reception 
was very large. It was the last function 
of its sort in which Mr.. and Mrs, Cleveland 
will figure as the principal characters and 
this may have been responsible in part for 
the throng that paraded corridors and 
apartments during the time set apart for 
the reception. The Interior of the mansion 
was lavishly decorated.for the occasion. 


EDITOR McCULLAGH’S FUNERAL. 


Remains Will Be Laid To Rest Sun- 
day in Bellefontaine Cemetery. 

St. Louis, January 1.—The funeral of Jo- 
seph B. McCullagh, late editor of The 
Globe-Democrat, has been postponed until 
Sunday afternoon at 2 o’clock. 

The postponement was necessary to give 
Mrs. Rachel Souter, sister of Mr. McCul- 
lagh, who is now on her way to St. Louis 
from Brooklyn, an opportunity to get here.

In a let 
ter, to be printed tomorrow in The Railway 
Times, he states that he supported Bryan 
and free coinage not because he regarded 
the free coinage of silver as a panacea 
for national ills, but because it furnished 
a rallying cry and common ground against 
the trusts, syndicates and corporations,

Atlanta’s Wholesale Trade Has Had a 
Good Year—More Building Than

| marked improvement, and backs up what 
he says with figures and facts, he not only 
gives comfort to the depressed, but he 
helps restore that illusive something called 


business confidence. 

Mr. John A. Donovan, the manager of 
Dun’s commercial agency, is in constant 
touch with the business pulse of the city 
and country. It is the business of the com- 
mercial agencies to keep their fingers cn 
the commercial pulse and their ears listen- 
ing to the respiration of the business sys- 
tem. They can usually tell when there is 
anything the matter with the heart . or 
lungs of trade. Sometimes, it occurs that 
the health of the commercial body is not 
so bad as it-looks to be, just as a man 
looks the most wretched after the crisis 
in a disease is passed.. Mr. Donovan, says 
that confidence is coming back. Indeed, he 
has seen evidences of it at hand. He finds 
it.on many sides. The interview given here 
with Mr. Donovan will be found to be very 
interesting reading, pzrticularly by busi- 
ness men: ) 

“Despite .the heavy bank failures of the 
past two weeks in the west, there is very 
little check experienced in the broadening 
of confidence. As one writer has expressed 
it ‘‘Business wants to improve.” The 
whole country is tired of hard times and 
there is a universal determination ‘to do 
better. Wherever there is a doubtful en- 
terprise, it is being pushed to the wall. On 
the other hand there is no trouble to find 
capital for that which is solvent and re- 
sponsible. 

‘‘Exports will, for the quarter ending De- 
cember 3lst, approximate $175,000,000 excess 
over imports. ‘his surplus of foreign trade 
has contributed more than any other cause 
to the building up of the United States 
treasury reserve of gold. It is estimated 
by actual count that within the past six 
weeks 400 factories and shops have started 
up from idleness. Manufacturers are the 
first to feel the impulse of improving trade, 
as they are also the first to experience de- 
pression. The reopening of so many shops 
is a tangible proof of better times. The 
railroad situation, especially in the- south, 
has improved even beyond the calculations 
of the most sanguine. The policy of run- 
ning these prpperties for actual legitimate 
busineSS and not for stock jobbing, is a 
marked success. 

“The farmers of the’ south are owing but 
a small percentage of their resources. The 
immense ‘fixed interest charge’ of the west- 
ern farmers has no parallel in Dixie. 

“Commercial failures have unquestiona- 
biy becn very large in all sections, and 
ebove the average in the south. It is 
shown in failure statistics that, excluding 
stock operators, banks, etc., the greatest 
sufferers have been manufacturers, but 
relatively greater in the west and east 
than in the south. The average annual 
amount of insolvency in the United States 
and Canada for the seventeen years pre- 
ceding 1893 was $160,000,000. In 1893 the vol- 
ume reached the 2normons total of $346,- 
000,000. In 1894 it fell to $172,000,000. Imn-1895 
it was $173,000,000. Estimating a part of 
1846, the total for the year now closing 
will very likely reach $215,000,000. 

“The bank statistics of late date show 
the average weekly increace of business 
from returns of the associated banks of 
New York as nearly $4,000,000 over corre- 
sponding weeks of 15895.° Deposits show a 
weekly increase of $6,000,000. Reserves 
have increased $135,000,000, as against $69,- 
000,000 in December, 1895. 

‘‘Wheat is now selling at about 85 cents, 
as against 65 cents at the same time in 
1895, a gain of 33.per cent. Cotton js a 
fraction above 6% cents, as against ‘614 
cents a year ago. 

“False hopes are always to be depre- 
cated, but if the improvement outlined 
above do not justify an expectation of 
better times, then all signs fail. The one 
disturbing element is class legislation, but 
as it is accepted as a foregone conclusion 
that a higher tariff 4&fWill be enacted, the 
effect.is not an appreciable quantity in cal- 
culations for the immediate future. 

“A year-ago Atlanta had just closed its 
exposition, and it is interesting to look 
back over the intervening twelve months 
and note’ what has been accomplished. 
In building operations, this year has been 
a ‘record breaker.’ The wholesale trade 
has held a firm grip on its own and dem- 
onstrated the strength of Atlanta as a 
market able to compete successfully with 
larger trade centers. Real estate; while 
not:‘active or speculative, has establisnéd 
a much stronger claim than ever to be 
considered as good as a ‘United Stutes 
bond,’ and the confidence of investors is 
best shown by the statement that real 
estate loans are placed at as low rate of 
interest as is now possible in Baltimore, 
Louisville or’ Cincinnati. 

“Business ‘outlooks’ may often be col- 
ored by our feelings and hopes, without 
due regard to the contributing favorable 
or unfavorable influences. In the present 


instance it is my humble judgment that 
the prospect is ‘more cheerful and satis- 
factory than it has been for several years.”’

In short, matters have reached such a 
pass that the vilest of vile criminals find 


it comparatively easy to take advantage 


of technicalities to cheat justice, 

The moral effect of this judicial crip- 
pling of justice cannot be exaggerated. 
One of the reguits is to give the public, 
especially those with criminal inten- 
tions, a thorough contempt for the pow- 
er and influence which the courts ought 
to wield, and this contempt is openly 
expressed by men of all «lasses and con- 
ditions whenever and wherever a par 
ticularly heinous crime comes up for 
discussion. The people are not losing re- 
spect for the law, but with the lax meth- 
ods employed in enforcing it—with the 
complacency with which its influence is 
permitted to be stolen away from it by 
those who are ingenious enough to 
spring a plausible technicality. 

e have already had an example in 
he history of this state of the moral 
influence which a great judge can ex- 
ercise. The law itself, its traditions, 
and its surroundings, hold out a con- 
stant invitation to an occupant of the 
bench to lift himself above his own na- 
ture, as it were; and rise to the level 
of his position—and there is no position 
higher, when its opportunities are con- 
sidered and its responsibilities are un- 
derstood. The judge on the bench is’ 
the representative and the defender of 
organized society, and society is organ- 
ized for the especial purpose of prevent- 
ing crime by making war on criminals, 
and if the whole force of the court is 
not spent in carrying on this war 
against crime, then justice has miscar- 
ried and society is defenseless. 

The people .see and understand this 
even if they cannot give expression to 
the thought, and they see and feel tha 
an attack has been made on-itheir in- 
-terests whenever and wherever a too- 
complacent judge permits motions for 
delay and legal technicalities to win a 
victory over justice. They feel that 
they have been wronged, and their in- 
gtinct is mot mistaken in the matter, 
They are so far right, and they have 
recently had so many causes for com- 
plaint, that all thoughtful men must

small, on northern and eastern trade or 
business. | 

But we make no argument; we ad- 
vance no theory to explain why 
twenty bales of cotton are worth 
$100 less than they were on the sist 
of January, 1895. We simply eall atten- 
tion to a fact and ask Mr. McKinley, 
Mr. Hanna and the republican party 
generally to take it to bed with them 
and reflect over it.

They said, moreover, that if the people 
would elect Mr. McKinley, confidence 
would be resored at once and prosperity 
would return. Consequently we feel 
justified in first pointing to the pledges 
they made and then to the price of cot- 
ton. No argument is necessary. Mr. 
McKinley -was elected, silver agitation 
has ceased, the country is assured of 
‘what Mr. J. Rickety Hotstuff, of the 
reform club, calls “sound”. money, and 
the republicans have an opportunity’ to 
carry out their pledges right now. 

And yet, as compared ‘with the same 
date in 1895, the people of the south 
are out of pocket $100 on every twenty 
bales of cotton they sell. This leads us 
to remark that there is no lack of de 
mand in Europe. Our exports:‘of cotton 
have been more than a million bales in 
excess of 1895, and yet the price i¢ a 
cent a pound lower. Results would have 
been far different if there had been any 
demand from the New England spin- 
hers. But some of these mills have 
been compelled to close. 

Mr. McKinley, Mr. Hanna and _ the 
republican party generally said it “was 
better to open the mills to labor than 
to open the mints to silver,” and the 
people approved the saying, but there 
will be great disappointment all along 
the line if the cotton mills were not in- 
cluded in the great North American ax- 
iom evolved by Mr. McKinley.

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A Permanent Census Bureau. 

he last regular census cost the gov- 
ernment no less than: $11,500,000. With 
this amount it is claimed that a perma- 
hent census bureau can be maintained 
and that far more satisfactory results 
can be secured through a well-organized 
department of this kind than under the 
present imperfect system. 

In order to settle this question a joint 
resolution was adopted by congress sev- 
eral months ago directing Commission- 
er Carroll D, Wright to report at some 
time in’ the near future a plan for a 
permanent census bureau. Acting upon 
this injunction the commissioner has 
formulated a bill within the last few 
weeks which he intends to submit dur- 
ing the present session of congress. 

The bill provides for the establish- 
ment of a census bureau at Washing- 
ton to be independent of the various de- 
partments now existing and to be in 
charge of a thoroughly competent staff 
of officers. It provides that the next 
regular census shall be taken on April 
15, 1900, and that still another census 
shall -be taken five years from _ that 
time, without waiting, as heretofore, for 
the decade to expire. In addition to 
these enumerations, however, it is fur- 
ther provided that biennial inventories 
of manufactured goods shall be taken 
in order to show at brief intervals the 
industrial progress of the country. If 
these provisions can be made operative 
the bureau will no doubt prove a splen- 
did investment. 

In taking the last government, cen- 
sus 5,119 men were employed and a 
large sum of money was undoubtedly 
sqgandered. With a thoroughly organ- 
a ae however, Commission- 
er- Wright believes that he eould dis- 
pense with fully one*third” of this force 
and, besides securing better 
save a large sum of money to the gov- 
ernment, . Since the commissioner, in 
drawing wp fhis proposed méasure, has 
carried out the instructions of congress, 
it is likely that no material opposition: 
will be encountered when the bill comes 
up for discussion. 

Commissioner Wright is in favor of 
beginning the census early in the year 
1900, instead cf waiting until the sum- 
mer or fall months, as the summer 
brings about a general breaking up of 
households, while the autumn jis oceu- 
pied. with state and national elections. 
As the proposed measure is one of gen- 
eral . interest, its discussion will be 
awaited with lively anticipation by the 
publie. 

One trouble with the census reports 
heretofore issued by the government is 
that they have been too bulky and pon- 
derous. So much time has been occu- 
pied in making these enumerations that 
before compiling the results enough 
changes have taken place to render 
them altogether useless. Still 
difficulty lies in the fact that a whole 
decade is allowed by the government to 
intervene between these reports. What 
the country needs is a census which will 
fufnish fresh and reliable data and 
which will represent existing con- 
ditions. If the plan outlined by 
Commissioner Wright will secure 
such results, our lawmakers’ should 
adopt it by all means. It is 
foolish to squander the nation’s money 
cn a census which is absolutely mean- 
ingless and from which.no good can 
be derived.

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EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


Austria’s interest in the Cuban strug- 
gle, says the Springfield Republican, has 
been cxplained as due largely to the fact 
that the queen regent of Spain is a daugh- 
ter cf the house of Hapsburg. But there 
are other reasons why Francis Joseoh’s 
sympathies should be with Spain. His 
dynasty has ever been a foe of popular 
liberties, although its position since the 
insurrection of Hangary ha& been modified 
by the pressure of events. So far as these 
western continents are concerned, Austria 
has never shown a friendly spirit to Amer- 
ican goveraments. It will be recalled that

from Mexico after our civil war, and left 
Maximilian to a soldier’s death. For Max- 
imilian was an archduke of Austria’s im- 
perial family. Throughout the past the 
relations between Austria and the United 
States hava been painful to the house of 
Hapsburg; and strange it is that even to- 
day, in this struggle for Cuban independ- 
ence, the house cf his imperial Catholic 
majesty should again find occasion for un- 
friendly feelings toward this republic.

Just one year ago 600 Italians left their 
homes at the foot, of the Alps, crossed 
the: Atlantic, landed at New Orleans and 
settled in Chicot county, Arkansas, on @ 
tract of land bought for them by Austin 
Corbin. There are 12,000 acres in the tract, 
which is fertile land, once the bed of the 
Mississippi, but now passing under culti- 
vatién. The late Mr. Corbin had asso- 
ciated with him Prince de Respoli, the 
present mayor of Rome and member of the 
Italian senate. The prince is a great land 
owner in Italy and ‘has es- 
tates in the northern part of this country. 
He married an American heiress, the beau- 
tiful Miss Curtis, of Boston, a sister of 
the Countess Talleyrand. Prince de Res-

Mr. Corbin. The latter had- 
of planting colonies in the south, 
came down here occasionally. His last 
visit was not long before his death. . He 
and De Respoli planned on a broad scale. 
“The _y offered the Italian peasantry farms 
in the Mississippi valley at small cost and 
gave them twenty vears in which to pay 
for the land. Anything ean be grown on 
the tract which can be raised in northern 
Itaiv, and the cheapness of the farms, with 
the other inducements held out and car- 
ried out. made the colonization enterprise 
attractive to the industrious peasants. 

The colonists whvw came over one year 
ago have done well, despite the long 
drought of last summer. Their small 
farms were. veritable gardens, and this 
the first year, too. 
hed some money when he arrived, 
of them paid their first installment out of 
the product of their land the first season. 
So well satisfied were these’ pioneers that 
they wrote to fheir relatives and friends 
to come. As a result, seventy-nine more 
families have come over. Nearly all of 
them are from Prince de Respoli’s own es- 
tates. He superintended the selection of 
the colonists himself... The families were 
picked. There was not a man in the whole 
party last night who had ever been charg- 
ed with a penal offense. They were all 
good citizens of their native country. They 
were a healthy, strong, sober and hard- 
working set of people. 

Professor Aldrini, who was in charge of 
the colonists, accompanied a representa- 
tive of The Constitution through the train 
last night. The emigrants were chatting 
and laughing, but all were orderly. Some 
of the men were smoking pipes with long, 
crooked stems, and others puffed at black 
looking little cigarettes. The women wore 
the peasant dress and the characteristic 
shoe. Some of them were very good look- 
ing, and there were a few striking beauties. 
The women wee evidently accustomed to 
hard work*as well as the men, and any 
one would say that with half a chance, 
those colonists would get along. Not a 
single emigrant could speak English, and 
the translating was done by Professor Al- 
G@rini and two assistants. The emigrants 
left Italy last week and landed in New 
York after a trip of eight days. They left 
Atlanta at 9 o’clock, and will arrive in 
Greenville, Miss., over the Southern rail- 
Way. tomorrow morning. They will be 
taken across the river at once and con- 
veyed to their future home. There is a 
cabin already built and furnished for each 
family. When the colonists reach Sunny- 
side they witl find stoves in their cabins 
and provisions enough to last them for 
two weeks. They can prepare their first 
meal iromediately after reaching tke colo- 
ny, if they wish. The first colonists were 
treated in the same way. Mr. Corbin had 
sent provisions there for them and the 
closets of their new homes’ were. well 
stocked with substantials. The beds were 
ready made fer them, and while everything 
was modest, nothing necessary was lack- 
ing. The same will be foctnd by these 
emigrants on their avcrival tomcriow. They 
also get mules, cows and pigs. Each set- 
tler has chosen his farm, but-if he wishes 
to make an exchange after locking over 
the tract he will be permitted to sell and 
buy another. The whole tract its fenced 
in. Corn, vegetab'es, grapes and cotton 
will be raised. Italians, who have lived in 
the Mississippi valley and understand 
BRrowing cotton, teve been employed as 
foremen,, and they will instruct their 
courtrymen. The cultivation of vegetables 
und small crops is no mystery to these 
newcomers. The lind is a mile and a half 
from the river. It is timbered and well 
witered. It is high cnd is also protected 
by fine levees, over which the river never 
breaks. The colonists will go extensively 
into vegetable growing for the northern 
and western markets as soon as better rail- 
road facilities are afforded, and a road is 
now being built from Sunnyside to a point 
on the Iron Mountain road, twenty miles 
away. ; 

Schools have been established and the 
children are being taught English by Amer- 
ican sisters. The Httle ones are rapidly 
picking up English, and the whole celony 
will soon be able to converse with their 
neighbors. The natives in the country 
around, received the emigrants in a friend- 
ly manner.

It was 
said that there was not a family with less 
than $200 in cash. They were well treated 
on the ship on which they came over. On 
Christmas day they were served with a 
special dinner and they went up on deck 
afterwards and entertained the other pas- 
Sengers with songs and dances.

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| JUDGES COME MONDAY 


Carter Investigation Sub-Committes Will 
Meet in Atlanta. — 


ACCUSED JUDGES TO ATTEND 


They Will Submit Names of Witnesses 
To Be Summoned. 


W. G. BRANTLEY TO DEFEND JUDGE-SWEAT 


Probable That Judge Reese Will Be 
Representied by the Hon. Hal 
Lewis—Carter for Himself. 


A meeting of the subcommittee on the 
relevancy of evidence to be submitted to 
the special house committee on investiga- 
tion of Senator Carter’s charges against 
Judges Sweat and Reese will be held in At- 
lanta Monday. 

At the meeting the two judges and Sena- 
tor Carter are expected to furnish the 
names of the witnesses they desire subpoe- 
naed to appear before the house committee 
when it begins its formal investigation. 

It is probable that Judges Sweat and 
Reese and Senator Carter will be present 
at the committee meeting, accompanied by 
their attorneys. Judge Sweat has already 
notified the committee that himself and at- 
torney will attend and submit the names 
of the witnesses they desire summoned, to- 
gether with the substance of the evidence 
they will probably give. 

The subcommittee is composed of Mr. T. 
B. Felder, Mr. Jack Slaton and Mr. Hew- 
lett Hall. The committee was appointed by 
the house committee to pass upon the rele- 
vancy of evidence and to arrange the sev- 
eral preliminary matters so that when the 
whole committee meets on January 12th it 
can go to work on the charges without de- 
lay. The subcommittee was authorized to 
exercise its judgment as to summoning wit- 
nesses and before subpoenas are issued the 
two judges and Senator Carter will be re- 
quired to submit to the committee state- 
ments giving the substance of the evidence 
expected to be secured from each witness 
they desire to have summoned. 

Should the eommittee decide that the evi- 
dence of any person whose name is sub- 
mitted would not be relevant it will decline 
to issue a subpoena for that person and in 
.that way it is expected that only witnesses 
actually necessary to enable the committee 
to sift the charges fully will be brought to 
Atlanta on the 12th. The idea of the com- 
mittee is to save the state the expense of 
bringing witnesses whose testimony would 
likely be ruled out should they appear be- 
fore the committee, on the ground that it is 
irrelevant. 

Judge Sweat Will Come. 

Mr. Felder, who is chairman of the inves- 
tigating committee, has received a com- 
munication from Judge Sweat, asknowled- 
ing the receipt of a copy of a resolution 
adopted by the committee at its meeting 
before the adjournment of the general as- 
sembly, stating that he will appear before 
the committee on relevancy of evidence on 
Monday, the date fixed by the committee, 
to hear the names of the witnesses and the 
substance of their evidence. 

Judge Sweat has retained Hon. W. G. 
Brantley, of Brunswick, to represent him 
at the investigation. Mr. Brantley is one of 
the leading attorneys of the state. .Mr. 
Brantley will appear before the subcom- 
mittee with Judge Sweat. 

It is said that Judge Reese’ wilt probably 
be represented at the investigation by Hon. 
Hal Lewis, of Greene county. He has not 
made an official announcement as to who 
will be his attorney, but the selection of 
Mr. Lewis is probable. 

Senator Carter wilt probably look after 
his own case, expecting the committee to 
act as the prosecuting officers.

Bishop Gaines then led in prayer. He 
prayed in an earnest manner and thanked 
the Lord that his race was able to cele- 
brate their freedom for the thirty-third 
time in pea-*, happiness and prosperity. 
The students of Clark university who were 
present rendered a song which was well re- 
ceived by the large audience. 

Though not on the official 
Cuba was not to be left out in a celebra- 
tion of freedom and Professor BE. L. Chew, 
who was present, was called upon to make 
a few remarks in regard to Maceo. Pro- 
fessor Chew is a Cuban and he made a 
strong talk about the cayse and about 
Maceo. He spoke of the great bravery and 
stoutheartedness of General Maceo and be- 
came very enthusiastic over Cuba’s final 
freedom. ‘ 

One of the features of the octasion Was 
the reading of the proclamation by Miss 
Alice L. Anthony. She read the paper ina 
loud, clear tone of voice and at every em- 
phatic point the walls of thé church were 
shaken by loud applause.

“Will the negro race in these United 
States, ever in practice, be engraftéd into 
the body politic of the nation; be assimi- 
lated in interest, liberty and rights com- 
mon to other citizens,‘ and enjoy the full 
fellowship of constitutional citizenship, re- 
gardless of race, color or previous condi- 
ditions? 7 

“I answer yes. Just as soon 
negro race becomes identified with Ameri- 
can civilization and contributes its share to 
its glory and greatness in all the depart- 
ments of its civilized life, then, and then 
only, will it receive an equitable share of 
civil and political. blessings with other 
races of these United States.” 

He concluded by saying: 

“The process may be quite leng in ef- 
fecting a cure, but I Know no other <i 
liable remedy.

The report is given, in part, below: 

“Atlanta, Ga., January 1, 1897.—Honorable 
Roard of Water Commissioners, Atlanta, 
Ga. Gentlemen: I have the honor to sub- 
mit herewith my report as superintendent 
for the vear 18%. 

“During the year we have laid .40,667 
feet of water pipe within the city limits. 
This includes the new 20-inch main and con- 
nections. We have also laid 7,600 feet of 
pipe for the county outside of the city, 
the county paving all expenses. This lat- 
ter pipe was laid by direction of the, board 
under an agreement with the board of 
county commissioners. 

“The appropriation for 
mains this vear was $18,000. Of this amount 
$1.031.58 was used in completing the new 
main, and $1,255 was in purchasing 
large valves to put on old mains, and is 
charged in repairs to distribution. This 
left only $15,713.42 to be expended for laying 
small pipe. 

“After deducting 
inch main from the 
31,64 feet as the amount lateral 
laid during the year. Of this pipe 7,06 
feet of 6-inch was taken up from Jackson 
street, Pryor, Marietta and.Church streets, 
and re’-id on other streets.‘ Of the Yb feel 
of li-inch pipe laid on Church _ street, 
902 feet was taken from North avenue, 
where it had been left after the completion 
of the North avenue main in 18985, S4 feet 
was taken out of Ridge road end 6-inch 
Waid in its place. There is still 445 feet of 
6-inch pipe on Marietta street north of 
Hunnicutt street under the street railroad 
track. This pipé was not removed when the 
new main was laid because of the fact 
that it was directly under the track, and 
to remove it would have cost more than 
the pipe was worth.' When the road re- 
pairs its track the pipe can be removed-at 
very smail cost. ‘- 

“T append herewith a schedule of pipe 
laid in i896, showing! the size of pipe and 
the name of street on which it ‘is laid 
and the number of valves and hydrants 
set, also an alphabetical list of the streets 
in the city in which 4we have water pipe, 
the size of pipe anf number of feet on 
each street. 

Extension of Large Mains. 

“IT deem it exceedingly important to ex- 
tend our large mains through the business 
portion of the city so as to give ample 
fire protection. To do this properly would 
necessitate the extension of the 20-inch 
mrain on Marietta street from John street 
to Decatur and out Decatur to Cornelia 
street a distance of 11,500 feet. 

“A 16-inch main should be laid from the 
artesian well on Peachtree to Whitehall 
street and out Whitehall street to West 
Fair, a distance of 3,500 feet, and the 6-inch 
pipe there taken up. 

**A 16-inch main should be laid 
the railroad tracks on Nearth avenue to 
Gray street, down Gray street to Haynes, 
nlong Haynes to Chappel, a distance of 
8.500. To make this lIntter line effective in 
connection with the Whitehall main, a 12- 
inch main should be laid on West Fair 
street from Prvyer street to Chappel, out 
Chappel. to Greensferry avenue, along 
Greensferry avenue to Ashby street, and 
along Ashby street to Sells avenue, a dis- 
tance of 7,500 feet. 

“As the western part of the city is prac- 
tteally cut off from any large mains, the 
supply of water in that locality is neces- 
sarily limited, and the laving of these 
mains is an absolute necessity. As much 
of this work should be done in 1897 as 
is possible. I therefore recommend that the 
matter be referred to the new council with 
the request that the necessary funds be 
furnished to do the work.

“The Marietta and Decatur street line is 
the: most important, and should be laid 
first; the Whitehall street line next. and 
then the others as soon as the funds ean 
be had with which to do the work. 

“If these lines are laid we will have the 
following pipe to take up and lay else- 
where, together with the necessary valves. 
hydrants and fittings: Six-inch pipe, 12,600 
feet; S-inch pipe, 2,800 feet; 10-jnch pipe, 
1.990 feet; 12-inch pipe, 1,300 feet. Total, 
18.600 feet. ; 

“The 8-inch and 10-inch pipe can be used 

in making the connections between the 
20-inch mains on Luckie and Marietta 
streets to equalize the supply from the 
two 30-inch mains. The 12-inch pipe can 
be used in laying the main on West Fair 
street, which would reduce the cost of 
that line $1.000 or more. In this connec- 
tion, I would respectfully suggest that the 
board consider the matter of laying as 
little new small pipe as possible. I think 
that by putting in large mains where 
necessary and removing the 6-inch pipe, 
which can be laid in between localities 
needed, we would increase our volume and 
pressure, save the consumption of eoal. 
and thus reduce expenses, and at the same 
time improve our fire service. 
_ “At the close’ of December, 1895, the new 
thirty-inch main, which was begun in the 
latter part of 1895, was completed as far as 
Emmett street, on Curran street, a distance 
of 2,436 feet. The necessity for this new 
main was considered imperative on account 
of the frequent breaks in the old thirty- 
inch main, caused by severe water ham- 
mers, which were of frequent occurrence 
and occasioned by the variation of domestic 
and fire pressure and the sudden closing 
of the large openings. 

“To decrease as much as possible the 
danger from water hammer an air cham- 
ber, thirty inches in diameter and twenty- 
four feet high, was placed on the new line 
at No. 2 station, between the two thirtye 
inch mains, so as to relieve both lines. This 
together with the connection of both mains 
at North avenue through the sixteen-inch 
main on that line, seems to have overcome 
this troubje as the water can now cir- 
Wlate through both mains, which greatly

lay the main from No. 2 stati along 
Hemphill avenue to eCurran stfcet, along 

urran street to Marietta, und along Ma- 
Betta to North avenue. To lay the twenty- 
inch to John street and=make the neces- 
Sury connection with the twenty-inch on 
l-uckie street, so as’ to equalize the area 
of both the twenty-inch mains, we had to 
expend $1,051.58 in excess of the appropria- 
tion. As council declined to make an ad- 
ditional appropriation of $2,500 to complete 
this work the board ordered it discontinued, 
and it is now incomplete. 1, therefore, 
recommend that the matter be brought to 
the attention of the council and an ap- 
ropriation sufficient to complete the work 

e asked for. 

“The distribution in the city has been 
greatly benefited by the sixteen-inch main 
laid on Church street, from Cain to Peach- 
tree, and the twelve-inch main laid on 
North Pryor, from Peachtree to Decatur 
Street, in place of the six-inch pipe on 
those streets. This gives a larger volume 
of water in the center of the city, where it 
is most needed and decreases friction to a 
considerable extent. 


The River’s Bottom. 


“T deem it my duty to call the attention 
of the board to the condition of the river. 
While there is and always has been plenty 
of water in the river, the largest part of 
it has not been where we can use it. 
Should agnother dry season come upon us 
as we had the past year we would be tn-dan- 
ger of the water failing to reach our in- 
take pipe, as the river ha&S a tendency to 
flow on the north side, and the bottom of 
the river being of rock and sloping in that 
direction, there is a possibility of its leav- 
ing the side on which the intake pipe is, 
and washing to the opposite bank. At 
least two-thirds of the water in the river 
runs through a gap in the island some 
distance above the intake, and should the 
river get. so low as not to tlow above the 
shoal, which is between the cut in the 
island and the intake, we would be out of 
water. I, therefore, deem it necessary 
that steps should be taken to extend the 
intake pipe up the river and beyond the 
cut in the isiand, or blast a channel 
through the shoal of sufficient depth to 
draw the water to the pipe; or build a dam 
across the break in the island and change 
the direction of the river back to its origi- 
nal source. 

“On the 2ist 
only about two 


of September there was 
inches of water flowing 
over the intake. <A riprap dam was thrown 
about two-thirds of the way across the 
river from the opposite bank, and below 
the intake. This brought the water over 
to the pipe, and we have had no trouble 
since. At present there is about sixteen 
inches of water over the grates to our ins 
take, and T anticipate no further trouble 
until summer sets in. 

“During the past-year 2,856 meters were 
repaired, exnmined and cendemned: 1.568 
were furnished with parts at a cost of $1,021,- 
85. This amount was collected from Cone 
su’rers on account of parts furnished. One 
thouss nd two. hundred and eleven were re- 
paired at cost of labor only, and -seventy- 
ceven *ondemned. The total amount ex- 
pended on meters was $2,659.09, leaving 
$1.(37.74 as net cost of operating the de- 
pariment after deducting the amount re- 
ceived from prrts furnishedw.-We have on 
hand a large stock of parts. 

“January 1, 1895, there were about a 
itcusand meters not registering. This 
caused a great loss to the city, as only the 
minimum rate could be charged and a great 
amount of water wes wasted from which 
the city derived no revenue whatever. Some 
of these meters had been out of order from 
twelve merths. As the department 
was then managed there seemed to be no 
likelihood of the work being caught up 
with. T° determined to reorganize the en- 
tire shop department. As it then existed 
there were practically three departments 
with a foreman for eachs and each 
doing work onlv in special lines. On March 
gist F yonsolidated the departments of 
meter tanping and repairs to distribution, 
appointed a ehief insnector and placed him 
in charge. The result ‘has been more than 
satisfactory. Bt August Ist all meters that 
ant of order were repaired and nut 
back in service. Since then we have been

enabled to keep them renaired as soon as 


meter readers.

submit th-= following - recommendations, 
which T think are of utmost importance, as 
the success of cur splendid- waterworks scr- 
vice largely depends on thir efficiency. 

“T think that all méters should be directly 
unde’ the control of the department and 
all of them (new. or otherwise) -shouid be 
tested as to accuracy before setting and a 
record kept of same. Our ship is now 
equipped with suitable testing apparatus 
and cll meters repaired are tested and test 
recorded. This record shows some sur- 
rrising results. Meters that have been in 
scrvice a number of years have been, found 
to underregister as much as 50 and 75 per 
cent and even more. This is a total loss to 
the aepartment. and on large consumers 
enongh water passes through the meter 
without registering, in the course of a year, 
to buy a new meter for each one of them. 

‘All the meters that are now In service, 
especially those of large ccrsurrers, should 
be taken out and tésted and adjusted to ac- 
cucey if yessible, and if worn so much 
hat tris cannot be done they should be 
condemned. 

“T recomrend that all 
service skculd be placed 
a suitable locked box and cinnections run 
across the sidewalk to property line, and 
consumer be required to put a shut-off just 
inside of his premises. . The expense of 
setting meter, placing box, etc., should be 
borne by the city. If this is done, we would 
have no mcre trouble with plumbers mak- 
ing connections in front of meters, breaking 
service boxes and tampering with them; no 
more complaints from consumers of dig- 
ging up their yards and lawns to repair 
meters, and of meter inspectors prowling 
around their premises. The work of re- 
pairing, reading and inspecting could be 
done one-half the time that it now 
takes, 

‘“T would also recommend that the board 
adopt two or three of the best meters that 
are now on the market and allow no 
others to be used. 


Plumbing and Tapping. 

“During the year 1896, 560 new taps have 
been made, making the total number issued 
up to date 6,47». 
“This has been a busy year in this 
In addition to new taps made, 
there has been a great deal of other work, 
such as renewing lead services, repairing 
leaks, fire hydrants, enlarging taps, etc. 

“The department has had considerable 
trouble with old Holly fire plugs that have 
been in use for twenty years. These should 
be taken out in the center of the city and 
new ones put in their places. The old ones 
can be repaired and set on streets, in 
suburbs where they will not have to’ be 
used so often. 

“T would suggest 
regulations governing 
and strictly enforced, 
of so-called plumbers that have no place 
of business and are constantly causing 
the department and citizens trouble and 
expense. If this is done it will not only 
protect the department, but the licenséd 
plumbers, who, no doubt, would be glad to 
have the law enforced. The department 
should be given a liberal appropriation, for 
we expect to do a large amount of work 
this year if the council appropriates what 
is needed for laying pipe.

“As to the condition of filters, buildings 
and grounds, electric lights, old machinery, 
etc., coming under the supervision of the 
chief engineer, I respectfully refer you to 
his report, which being in detail I append 
herewith and make it part of my report.

JUDGE ANDERSON’S REPORT 


CITY ATTORNEY REVISES THE 
WORK OF HIS DEPARTMENT.

He Thanks the People for Re-Electing 
Him and Recites the Charter 
Amendments Passed. 


ee ——— 


Judge James A. Anderson, city attorney, 
is at work on his annual report to the 
general council. He will make a complete 
review of the work of the legal department 
of the city government for 1896 and submit 
it to the council Monday. Judge Anderson 
has just returned from Waycross, where 
he spent several days with relatives and 
friends. | 

The city attorney recommends that fall 
of the city charter amendments and the 
original charter act codified and cor- 
rected, and also the city ordinances, 
that all of the laws can be printed in new 
form if desired. He also cites’ the pro- 
visions of the charter amendments.passed 
by the. general assembly at its recent ses- 
sion, ‘ ‘ 

Judge Anderson says: 

“In submitting my report of the work 
of the law department for the year ending 
December 31, 1896, I wish first of all to ex- 
press my gratitude to the mayor and gen- 
eral council, the members of the bar and 
the people of Atlanta for the fresh proof of 
their kindness and contidence furnished by 
my recent re-election without opposition. 
The mayor and general council, the head of 
the othér city departments, and the city 
officials generally are also entitled to ear- 
nest thanks for the constant and cheerful 
co-operation in the discharge of my duties 
Wherein I have found it necessary to call 
on them for information or assistance. 

“The assistant city attorney, Mr. George 
Westmoreland, has rendered very satisfac- 
tory service, for which I am greatly in- 
debted to him, and I have occasionally had 
valuable aid from my partners, Hon. B 
Felder and Hon. A. H. Davis. 

Charter Amendments. 

“‘Under the direction of the mayor and 
general council and the supervision of the 
committee on legis.ation, a bill was pre- 
pared and its passige through the general 
assembly secured, which makes several im- 
portant changes in the city charter. The 
bill is not copied here, but it is.deemed ap- 
propriate to summarize its provisions. 

“First. The aldermen will hereatter vote 
separately on the passage of ordinances, 
resolutions or orders having the effect of 
increasing the indebtedness of the city or 
expending its revénues or praviding for 
the sale of public property or granting 
franchises for the use of the streets or al- 
leys by street railways, telegraph, telephone 

similar companies. 

“Seconds Pow>r is given to condemn a, 
right of way for the extension of Alabama 
street over the right of wav and other 
properties of the Central and other rail- 
way companies. 

‘Third. The power of the city 
its streets in repair at its own 
notwithstanding the paving act, 
nized. 

“Fourth. The general tax rate is reduced 
from 14. to 114 per cent, and the collection 
of taxes in three installments of 25, 25 and 
5d ner cent each is provided for. 

“hiftth. The ineligibility of aldermen and 
councilmen to succeed themselves has been 
romoved to the extent that aldermen may 
be elected as councilmen and vice versa. 

“Sixth. The salarfes of aldermen and 
councilmen are fixed’ at $3800 per annum. 
Salaries are also restored to members of 
the board of health, water and police, and 
the mayor and general council may, in 
their discretion, pay members of the boards 
who served without salaries in 1896. 

‘Seventh. Limits were. extended for po- 
lice» purposes so as to inculde the lands 
between the corporate limits and Piedmont 
Park, and also the tracks and the space 
of fifty feet each side of the tracks of the 
Collins Park and Belt Railroad Company 
from the terminus in the city to the termi- 
nus at the Chattahoochee river, including 
also the pleasure grounds at the river ter- 
minus. The exercise of this police power is 
discretionary. 

Revision sveeded. 


“While on the subject of charter amend- 
ments, it is deemed proper to call attention 
to the necessity for a thorough revision of 
the city charter. The act of incorporation 
of 1874 has been so often amended and in 
so many particulars that the various acts 
now , constitute a_ veritable ‘patchwork 
palace.’ They should be codified and re- 
endicted in one act, which might easilv be 
s@ condensed in space and present the char- 
ter of the city as it now exists in clear and 
concise form. And if this is to be done, 
the ordinances also ought to be codified. 
revised and well indexed, so as to be 
ready for the publication of a new city 
code.”’ 

Judge Anderson then reviews“the several 
important cases which were disposed of in 
the courts during 1896.

‘‘In this market finely ground corn meal, 
having the general appearance of wheat 
flour in high degree, is being sold in. car- 
load lots, for purposes of mixture or blend- 
ing with wheat flour. With 5 to 10 per cent 
ot, this product the ordinary tésts fail to 
discover its presence in flour; and the great 
disparity in cost offers a strong inducement 
to make such:a blend and to market it, as 
.flour.. This is not an altogether new indus- 
try, although littlhe has been said about it. 
Various milling. concerns, notably in- the 
south, equipped themselves last year for the 
production of ‘‘corn  flour’’ for blending 
purposes, especially in the lower grades. 
And now. the inducement is increased, and 
the introduction of the corn product is en- 
larged, and manifestly ingreasing. 

“The influence of the corn. blend is being 
felt in the flour trade, especially in the cur- 
tuilment of demand from southern locali- 
ties, the product of mills in that region be- 
ing oftered at relatively lower prices than 
Strictly wheat flour can compete with. 

“Just how much this introduction of corn 
into the bread-making material of the coun- 
try may affect calculations as te’the re- 
quirements of wheat and.the marketable 
supply of corn cannot be easily. calculated. 

sut that economies are prevailing which 
will to a considerable extent reduce the call 
tor wheat in comparison with other seasons 
is practically certain. If 25,000,000 bushels 
of wheat should be displaced by such: un- 
usual introduction of corn, the result wonld 
be as if the crop of wheat had, béen to this 
extent larger than it was. Atthe same 
time the quantity of corn thus represented 
is an inappreciable portion of the total sup- 
ply of this grain this season.”
